Lightwoods Primary School in Castle 
Road East, Oldbury, receives a £10,000 
grant, the maximum amount given by Big 
Lottery Fund. 

The money will help refurbish a room 
which will then hold family learn together 
sessions, including cookery. 

Lightwoods’ head teacher Elaine Bowen 
said: “The money will help fund the pro¬ 
grammes, which aims to get the commu¬ 
nity, families and pupils all working 
together.” 

Bearwood Allotment Association is also 
set to reap rewards of a £4,490 grant which 
will be used to build fences to prevent van¬ 
dalism at their Smethwick site/ 

The site, on Bearwood Road, is home to 
118 plots where gardeners grow fruits, veg¬ 
etables and flowers. 


Tividale Hall Primary School has 
received a £4,900 grant and plans to build 
a shelter in the green area behind their 
school. 

The school wants its pupils and commu¬ 
nity to embrace the nearby greenbelt wood¬ 
land by appointing the children as ‘forest 
guardians.’

Big freeze hits 

THE worst winter weather to hit Britain for 
nearly a century left the Black Country and 
Birmingham struggling to cope — with no end 
in sight to the big freeze. 

Roads, rail services and flights were plunged into 
chaos for the third day in a row on Monday amid 
warnings of more snow on the way. Temperatures 
plunged to -13C (8F) in parts of the West Midlands, 
leading to treacherous conditions for drivers. 

The M5, which saw four hours of tailbacks on Sat¬ 
urday, was again brought to a standstill on Monday 
after a van and a car crashed between junctions two 
at Oldbury and one at West Bromwich. 

Gritting 

Trains in Birmingham were cancelled on Monday 
due to fuel freezing and flights from Birmingham 
Airport were delayed or cancelled at the start of this 
week. The busiest shopping weekend of the year was 
hit hard and some shops closed early. 

The Government has written to councils warning 
them to ensure they have enough gritting stocks for 
a prolonged spell of freezing weather. Gritters in 
Sandwell have already done double the number of 
runs this winter compared with last winter.

A FATHER from the Black 
Country was responsible for 
injuries to his two-month-old 
son that almost cost the child 
his life, top judges have ruled. 

The baby, now aged one, was 
rushed to Sandwell Hospital last 
year. 

He had stopped breathing 
before an ambulance arrived at 
the family home and was only just 
saved in time when medics gave 
him oxygen. 

But two months later the boy was 
back in hospital after suffering bruis¬ 
ing to several parts of his body, caused 
by “violent gripping” or blows from an 
adult. 

Social workers from Sandwell 
Council intervened after being tipped 
off by hospital staff and the baby boy 
was removed from his parents and 
sent to live with other members of his 
family. 

On Friday at London’s Civil Appeal 


Court, judges ruled that all of the 
child’s injuries were caused by the 
child’s father and exonerated his 
mother, who was out shopping for baby 
clothes at the time. 

Lord Justice Wilson said the mother 
could not have been responsible as the 
boy was in the sole care of his father 
when the ambulance was called. 

Challenged 

The father had challenged council 
arguments that the baby’s injuries 
were not accidental, and, although the 
parents are still living together, he had 
accused the mother of being responsi¬ 
ble for the later bruising. 

Dismissing the father’s appeal, Lord 
Justice Wilson said a judge who earlier 
considered the case had been “very 
suspicious” about the baby’s injuries. 

The court’s decision on where 
responsibility lies for the injuries is 
likely to have a critical impact on 
future judicial decisions as to the 
child’s long-term future. 


Doctors fear flu 
crisis brewing 

HEALTH bosses at Sandwell Primary Care 
Trust have confirmed there has been an 
increase in the number of people attending 
hospital with flu type symptoms, including 
cases of swine flu. 

Dr Patrick Saunders, Consultant in Public Health 
at Sandwell, added: “As with last year most patients 
are experiencing mild illness not requiring hospital 
admission or any specialist treatment. However, for 
those individuals in at risk categories, such as the 
elderly, the chronically ill, immuno-compromised, 
and pregnant women, the infection can be serious.” 

And senior GPs say they are “deeply concerned” 
that a major flu crisis is brewing. 

Fewer patients in at-risk groups - including preg¬ 
nant women and those with diabetes and heart 
disease - are coming forward for the seasonal flu jab. 

The vaccine protects against swine flu, which is 
circulating again this winter, as well as other types, 
including flu type B. 

Even those people in at-risk groups who had the 
swine flu jab last year should come forward for the 
new seasonal vaccine, according to the Department 
of Health. 

Dr Saunders added that with the snow and ice 
people should make sure their medicine cabinets 
and store cupboards are well stocked.

Man is caged for murder 
of his ex-fiance’s mother 


A JILTED fiance who carried out 
the “planned and premeditated” 
murder of his prospective mother-in- 
law has been jailed for at least 27 
years. 

Robert Edwards stabbed Sylvia Smith 
to death after her daughter Samantha 
called off their wedding. 

Edwards, of Monins Avenue, Tipton, refused 
to enter the dock as he was sentenced at Birm¬ 
ingham Crown Court last Wednesday. The 43- 
year-old had been convicted by a jury the day 
before. 

Jurors heard that Edwards launched the 
attack at 59-year-old Mrs Smith’s home in 
Mere Road, Erdington, on May 7. Her body was 
found by her daughter on her return home from 
work that evening. 

Mrs Smith had 60 knife wounds, broken ribs 
and a damaged spine. 

Jailing Edwards for life and ordering that he 
serve at least 27 years before being considered 
for parole, Mr Justice Michael Supperstone, 
said: “I am satisfied to the criminal standard of 
proof that on the morning of May 7 you took a 
knife with you to Mrs Smith’s home, intending 
to commit an offence and that you used that 
knife in committing the murder. 

“What you did was planned and premedi¬ 


tated. You made a brutal and very sustained 
attack on a 59-year-old defenceless woman in 
her own home. 

“Only you will know what led you to do this 
to a person who had displayed kindness and 
goodwill to you. 

Suffering 

“The pain and suffering that you have caused 
her daughter and her family will plainly be 
long-lasting and with them for the remainder 
of their lives.” 

Detectives established that Edwards had 
taken a knife, as well as a change of clothes and 
footwear to the property. 

Edwards and Miss Smith had been in a long¬ 
term relationship since 2000 and were due to 
marry in August. However, Samantha ended 
the relationship in April and moved back in 
with her mother. 

Jurors heard the couple had been in a 
volatile and violent relationship and on several 
occasions after their break-up Edwards had 
threatened to commit suicide. 

The court heard a bloody palm print of 
Edwards’ was found on one of the walls in Mrs 
Smith’s home and blood was found in the lorry 
that he was driving that day. 

Witnesses had seen the same lorry on that 
day outside Mrs Smith’s home. 


At one school, Alexandra High and 
Sixth Form Centre, Tipton, attendance 
rose from 88.2 per cent over the first term 
last year to 93.1 per cent this year. 
Sandwell Council Cabinet member for 
children and families 
Councillor Bob Badham 
said: “Schools and educa¬ 
tion welfare officers have 
been working really hard 
to improve the rate of 
attendance and to min¬ 
imise absence. 

“The latest half-term 
figures show a good 
improvement which can 
only be a boost to our 
youngsters’ educational 
achievement. However, 
we are not resting on our 
laurels.” 

Primary school atten¬ 
dance is up from 94.1 to 
94.64 per cent.

saddles 

EIGHT Tipton fire¬ 
fighters have raised 
more than £2,500 for 
charity with a sponsored 
cycle ride. The team, 
from Red Watch, cycled 
190 miles from London’s 
Tower Bridge to Great 
Bridge via the Grand 
Union Canal towpath. 
The journey in May took 
three days and they col¬ 
lected £2,676 to be 
shared between Midland 
Air Ambulance and the 
Fire Fighters Charity. 
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Day care meals 
will cost more 


THE cost of meals in Sandwell’s 
day care centres is expected to 
increase by £146 a year. 

Charges for hot meals on wheels are 
also set to increase, by up to £36.50 a 
year. 

A report by adult social care officers 
to council chiefs recommends the move 
be approved in a bid to “increase effi¬ 
ciency and increase income made from 
meals”. 

Inflation 

The report adds: “The above infla¬ 
tion increase reflects a reduction in the 
level of subsidy and the start of a 
process of convergence with the 
charges for home delivered meals. 

“The proposed increases are broadly 


in line with inflation and if approved 
would generate increased income from 
meals of £16,000.” 

Under plans, the cost of breakfast, 
lunch and tea in day centres would 
increase by £146 a year for residents 
taking all three of the meals per day. 

Residents in day care homes could 
also face paying more than £18 a week 
extra, almost £100 a year. 

But the majority would not pay the 
full amount as charges are based on 
people’s ability to pay. 

The report says the changes are “the 
start of a process to introduce parity 
with the charges for home delivered 
meals”. 

Under plans hot meals on wheels for 
customers would cost £3.15 each meal 
by next year. 


It’s an illusion - 
fake shops to 


brighten streets 


MORE than 50 
empty shops in 
Sandwell are fronted 
with boards mimick¬ 
ing a busy store to 
create the image of a 
bustling high street. 

Council bosses have 
spent £39,000 covering 
the cost of vinyls for 57 
shop fronts in a bid to 
make premises appear 
more attractive to new¬ 
comers. 

Out of the 57 shops 
with vinyls, Sandwell 
council chiefs confirmed 
that they owned 11. It 
was not known how 
much rent the council 
had missed out on. 


Councillor Ian Jones, 
Sandwell jobs and 
economy chief, said: 
“The project was set up 
to support economic 
growth and combat the 
economic downturn 
which has seen a rise in 
the number of vacant 
shop units up and down 
the country. It aims to 
improve the appearance 
of high streets across the 
borough, to attract more 
shoppers and potential 
new businesses. ” 

Let 

Seven shops had been 
let since the boards were 
erected earlier this year. 

Traders’ opinion is 


divided. Dave James, 
owner of Cradley Heath 
Army Stores, in Upper 
High Street, said he 
believed they were an 
unnecessary expense. 

He added: “I think it’s 
a waste of money, I don’t 
think they will bring 
newcomers in.” 

But Sue Weston, 
manager of John Jones 
Footwear in Upper High 
Street, said: “They defi¬ 
nitely make empty shops 
look better and stop 
vandals getting at 
them.” 

Funding for the vinyls 
has come from central 
Government. 


Mugger leaves OAP 
with a broken arm 


A PENSIONER was left 
with a broken arm after 
being robbed as she made 
her way home from a 
Smethwick church. 

The 84-year-old woman was 
returning to her home after 
leaving St Mary’s Church, 
Bearwood Road. 

The pensioner made her way 
down Willow Avenue in Edgbas- 
ton, near to the border with Bear¬ 
wood, when she was approached 
from behind by a man who tried to 
grab her bag. 

The woman was pushed to the 
floor, causing her to suffer a 


broken right arm and a dislocated 
left arm. 

The robber then made off with 
the victim’s bag, which contained 
only a pillow. 

Detective Constable Pete 
Parsons from Edgbaston CID is 
investigating the attack. 

He said: “There is no doubt that 
this is a nasty and despicable 
crime, carried out on a very vul¬ 
nerable elderly lady. 

Recovering 

“Thankfully the victim is recov¬ 
ering well in hospital,” he added. 

“Detectives are working to 
identify this man but I would urge 
anyone who may have seen some¬ 


body matching the description of 
the suspect in the area of Willow 
Avenue around the time of the 
incident to come forward and tell 
us what you know.” 

The robber, who struck at 
9.50pm on Friday, December 10, 
is described as a white or Asian 
man.He is aged between 15 and 
18, around 5ft 2in to 5ft 4in tall, 
and of a slim build.

A WEST Bromwich woman 
has been awarded more than 
£19,000 against a firm after 
being unfairly dismissed as a 
catering assistant while on 
maternity leave. 

Nicole Bowen, of Brett Street, 
West Bromwich, told Birming¬ 
ham Employment Tribunal she 
was sacked one week before she 
was planning to return to work. 
The baby had been stillborn. 

The mother-of-two made com¬ 


pensation claims against 
Russell’s Foods Ltd, of Lozells 
Road, Birmingham, for unfair dis¬ 
missal, unpaid wages and holiday 
pay. 

Miss Bowen said: “I would go to 
the firm each week to collect my 
maternity pay but on the last 
occasion, a week before I was due 
to return to work, I was kept 
waiting for 45 minutes,” she said. 

“They told me I was being dis¬ 
missed and no reason was given. 

“I believe I lost my job because 


they thought I might become 
pregnant again and have to have 
more maternity leave.” 

Miss Bowen said that after her 
baby was stillborn she become 
pregnant again. She now has a 
baby boy - her second child. 

The firm did not attend the 
hearing and was not represented. 

Tribunal judge Miss Mary 
Cocks said the tribunal had not 
heard from the firm. 

She awarded Miss Bowen a 
total of £19,300. 


More power on Metro 


A NEW substation in West 
Bromwich will power a larger fleet of 
trams to be used in the expansion of 
the Midland Metro. 

The one acre site on land off Colliery 
Road will house the substation, which 
will provide more power for the 
service. 

The Midland Metro is being 
extended from its existing terminus at 
Snow Hill to New Street Station under 
a £127 million scheme. 

The fenced off substation has been 
approved for a site within Middlemore 


Industrial Estate. It is already owned 
by Centro. 

A design and access statement sub¬ 
mitted to Sandwell Council states the 
substation will meet the extra demand 
placed upon the traction power supply 
system as a result of the proposed 
enhancements to the existing Midland 
Metro between Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham. That will see a new 
larger fleet of trams operating at an 
increased frequency, as well as 
enhancements to the existing tram 
depot in Wednesbury. 


Smokers 
set off 
alarms at 
hospital 

SMOKERS have 
been blamed for a 
series of false fire 
alarms at Sandwell, 
Rowley Regis and City 
hospitals. 

Fire crews were called 
out 178 times in the last 
year, according to figures 
provided by the hospital 
trust.They tackled 15 
fires and also answered 
163 false alarms during 
2009/10. 

The number of false 
alerts was down by 10 on 
the previous year, when 
crews were called 186 
times, to 173 false alarms 
and 13 fires. 

This year alarms were 
set off by smokers six 
times, with five call outs 
related to electrical 
equipment and four 
related to cooking. 

As well as the 163 false 
alarms, fire crews were 
called to 36 reports of a 
smell of burning, 25 
cooking incidents and 22 
alarm faults. 

Contractors accidently 
set off alarms 17 times 
and 16 problems were 
caused by electrical 
equipment.

Courts will be closed 
in cost-cutting move

WEST Bromwich and Hale¬ 
sowen’s magistrates courts 
will be closing their doors for 
good due to Government cuts. 

Kidderminster and Stourbridge 
County Courts which handle 
bankruptcy cases and civil 
matters will also be shutting. 

The four courts are among the 93 
magistrates’ courts and 49 county 
courts to be closed across the country 
in a move to save more than 
£41 million. 

Ministry of justice bosses say they 
are aiming, where possible, to rede¬ 
ploy the 700 staff affected nationally 
but admit that some 70 jobs will go. 

The closures are due to start in April 
although it is thought cases at West 
Bromwich’s Grade II listed court in 
Lombard Street West could be moved 
to Warley Magistrates Court as early 
as next month. 


Justice Minister Jonathan Djanogly 
said: “Access to justice is not just about 
access to buildings. It’s about the type 
of justice delivered, decent facilities 
for victims and witnesses and efficient 
use of the system. 

Demands 

“Our court estate has simply not 
kept pace with the changing nature of 
our society or with the demands 
modern society places on our justice 
system. 

“An estate of over 500 court build¬ 
ings is not now necessary or sustain¬ 
able, nor is it a reasonable expense for 
the taxpayer. 

“We are closing the worst courts — so 
we can concentrate our limited 
resources on the best ones.” 

The closures will not affect plans for 
a new magistrates court in Wolver¬ 
hampton, which are currently on hold 
due to a lack of cash. 


Proposals for faster and 
‘bendier’ buses on routes 


THREE new super¬ 
fast bus routes could 
be created between 
Sandwell and Birm¬ 
ingham Airport as 
part of a multi-million 
pound transport 
scheme. 

The new routes will be 
part of the Birmingham 
Sprint project, which 
will see futuristic buses 
similar to ones already 
used in Las Vegas and 
Seattle, take to the 
streets of the Black 
Country and Birming¬ 
ham. 

Phase 

The Sandwell and 
Birmingham phase has 
been agreed to in princi¬ 
pal by bosses at 
Sandwell Council, who 
want to work with Birm¬ 
ingham City Council on 
more detailed plans. 

A report to Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet advi¬ 
sory team stated: “The 


approach being sug¬ 
gested by the city council 
is to be welcomed. 

“However, the detail of 
how the shorter term 
rapid transit bus propos¬ 
als will be implemented 
will have implications 
for lengths of highways 
and junctions within 
Sandwell and further 
detail will clearly be 
required in due course.” 

The Sandwell to Birm¬ 
ingham Airport phase is 
part of the Big City Plan, 
which outlines proposals 
to redevelop almost 
2,000 acres of land in 
Birmingham city centre, 
creating 50,000 jobs over 
the next 20 years. 

The Big City Plan is 
now in its second stage, 
the key objective of 
which is to expand the 
city centre by 25 per cent 
including 370 acres of 
offices, shops and leisure 
space. 

City council leader 
Mike Whitby said he 


expected a £2.1 billion 
annual growth in the 
local economy as a 
result. 

The Birmingham 
Sprint scheme also 
includes a £15 million 
route between Walsall 
and Birmingham, which 
is due to be in place 
within five years and 
will run between Five 
Ways and Walsall train 
stations. 

Coax 

It is hoped the project 
will coax people out of 
their cars by offering 
smoother, faster jour¬ 
neys on £250,000 bendy 
buses that resemble 
trams. 

Other routes to be 
introduced later will link 
Ladywood to Perry Barr, 
Eastside to Quinton and 
Bartley Green and Birm¬ 
ingham International 
train station to Lady- 
wood via Sheldon and 
Chelmsley Wood.

Customs raid 
nets booze 
and vehicles 

TENS of thousands of pounds worth of 
illegal alcohol and vehicles have been seized in 
West Bromwich as part of a series of raids 
across the region. 

Officers from HM Revenue & Customs seized 
74,088 cans of beer and 708 bottles of vodka, worth 
£62,279 in unpaid duties. An 18-ton lorry and a Mer¬ 
cedes Sprinter Van were also seized from the prem¬ 
ises in Hill Top earlier this month. 

The raid came as part of a crackdown on whole¬ 
salers evading paying tax on alcohol in the run-up to 
Christmas. 

Jennie Kendall, HMRC spokeswoman, said: 
“These traders have a devastating impact on legiti¬ 
mate traders. In the economic climate we’ve got, it’s 
a very challenging time for businesses. Many 
traders selling alcohol legitimately may be relying 
on sales in the run-up to Christmas as it is a big 
season for those sales. 

Taxpayer 

“The illegal trade could have a devastating impact 
as well as depriving vital services to the honest tax¬ 
payer, which would be paid for from money for 
duties.” 

The identity of the premises raided is not being 
revealed. 

Over the last two months, MH Revenue & 
Customs seized 171,400 cans of beer, 13,850 bottles 
of wine and 2,625 bottles of spirits, which would 
have deprived public funds of £179,500 in unpaid 
duty. 

High hopes for 
adventure park 

A HIGH rope adventure park to be built in West 
Bromwich’s Sandwell Valley could open its doors in 
July next year. 

Plans to develop the attraction, an assault course 
high above the ground, are moving forward,with the 
project out to tender. It will be built and run by a 
private operator. 

Chris Jones, programme manager for cultural 
services said: “There has already been a lot of inter¬ 
est from people wanting to get on board and we have 
already had bids in. 

Discussion 

“The process started in June this year when we 
were consulting on what people wanted to see in 
Sandwell Valley.” 

He said the final design was under discussion, but 
the attraction would be built close to Sandwell Park 
Farm, off Salters Lane. 

“We can’t discuss cost, as it is commercially sensi¬ 
tive, but this would be a private operation and not 
something the council would be paying for.” 

The plans will build on regeneration already 
under way in Sandwell Valley. Work has begun on 
improvements to tennis courts. 

Texts and email bid 
to save public funds 

LIBRARY members are to be contacted via emails 
and text messages instead of letters in a bid to save 
thousands of pounds at Sandwell Council. 

The library service, which has 10,000 members, 
has introduced an electronic system to contact 
people, to cut the cost of letter writing. 

Council bosses said contacting members electron¬ 
ically could save £180 a week, with those savings 
ploughed back into the service. 

Popular 

Councillor Ann Shackleton, Sandwell’s culture 
boss, said: “If we could make email and text the most 
popular way of contacting members it would save 
the service a lot of money. 

“All new library members are now asked for their 
email or mobile phone details when they sign up. 
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Bus fare hike How metal prices are 
‘disgusting’ bashing our industry 


BUS fares in the West Mid¬ 
lands will be increased by an 
inflation-busting 5.8 per cent 
from January 2. 

The announcement has been 
criticised as “disgusting” by 
Wolverhampton Councillor 
Judith Rowley, who sits on the 
region’s transport authority 
Centro. 

The price of a single National 
Express West Midlands fare will go up 
from £1.70 to £1.80. 

And the price of a Daysaver ticket 
will rise by nearly three per cent, from 
£3.50 to £3.60. 


Bosses said revenue would go 
towards investing in the region’s bus 
network next year, including the intro¬ 
duction of 120 new vehicles. 

Metro fares will also increase under 
the changes. The cost of an adult 
Metro Daytripper ticket will go up 
from £4.40 to £4.50, an increase of 2.27 
per cent, while a family Daytripper 
ticket will go up 5.8 per cent from £8.50 
to £9. 

Dave Kaye, managing director of 
National Express Bus UK, said: “We 
realise these are tough times and have 
kept the increase to a minimum to 
allow us to reinvest in the network, 
meet rising business costs and main¬ 
tain our extensive local workforce. 

“Fares in the West 
Midlands are still excel¬ 
lent value when com¬ 
pared to other major 
cities and our focus in 
2011 is improving the 
quality of journey for all 
our customers. 

“We are already plan¬ 
ning to introduce 120 
new vehicles to the 
network and have 
recently installed tech¬ 
nology which monitors 
driving standards across 
the fleet.” 

The Eveningsaver 
ticket, giving unlimited 
use on all National 
Express West Midlands 
and Coventry buses after 
6pm, is being scrapped. 

Cllr Rowley said: “This 
rise hit bus users very 
hard and will impact 
upon people who rely 
upon the bus to get to 
work or to seek good 
quality, cheap food from 
markets. 

“This is an increase in 
price following a reduc¬ 
tion in the number of 
services earlier this 
year.” 


Gangbusting move 
by police on estate 

TROUBLEMAKERS in a neighbourhood on 
the Walsall and Sandwell border will be moved 
on when a six-month dispersal order comes 
into force this week. 

Police have secured the order in Pheasey to crack¬ 
down on anti-social behaviour across the neighbour¬ 
hood. It was granted following consultation with 
Walsall Council and will be active from December 22 
until January 22. 

The dispersal order allows officers to remove 
groups of two or more young people between 9pm 
and 6am. ‘Anyone under 16 years found in the area 
without an adult or parent supervision can be taken 
back to their place of residence. The order follows 
complaints from residents about groups of young 
people congregating outside shops and bus shelters 
causing general nuisance. Streets covered include 
Collingwood Drive, Beacon Road, Doe Bank Lane 
and surrounding areas. 

Sgt Andrew Middleton, from the Streetly and 
Pheasey neighbourhood team, said: “We have 
received complaints from local residents and busi¬ 
nesses about young people congregating and causing 
nuisance in and around the Pheasey estate. 

“The new dispersal order strengthens our power 
within the area, which will mean we can disperse 
groups.” 


FACTORIES 
across the Black 
Country have been 
struggling to cope 
with a double 
whammy of fluctu¬ 
ating metal prices 
and erratic short¬ 
ages of some mate¬ 
rials. 

As manufacturing in 
the region has taken the 
lead in the recovery from 
recession, company 
bosses have had to bite 
the bullet to pay soaring 
prices for the metal they 
need to fill their orders. 


From basic steels to 
high price metals like 
copper, zinc and nickel, 
prices have risen and 
fallen by as much as 25 
per cent over the last six 
months. 

Tony Sartorius, man¬ 
aging director at 
Wednesbury aluminium 
die-casting firm Alucast, 
said: “You take steps to 
try and mitigate things, 
but it still makes life dif¬ 
ficult. I have to buy the 
aluminium I need no 
matter what the price 
does.” 

His firm uses recycled 
scrap aluminium, but 


prices have been driven 
up and down by surges in 
demand from Continen¬ 
tal Europe and the rises 
ands falls of the pound, 
euro and US dollar. 

Stable 

“Over the last two or 
three months prices 
have been fairly stable,” 
said Mr Sartorius. “But 
the trend is still for them 
to gradually keep 
increasing. 

“Most customers 
understand the situa¬ 
tion, but you can still 
face several months’ 
delay between the price

of aluminium going up 
and being able to recoup 
it through charging 
higher prices.” 

All metals around the 
world are traded in US 
dollars, and research by 
metal brokers Sucden 
Financial shows alu¬ 
minium prices ranged 
between $2,316 and 
$1,834 per tonne in the 
12 months to the end of 
September - fluctuating 
around 26 per cent. 

One of the most 
volatile metals has been 
copper, which is set to 
virtually triple in price 
after just two years. 
£3,220 a tonne in 
January 2009, it is now 
valued at $8,880 and said 
to be heading for a price 
of $9,055 a tonne by early 
next year. 

Nickel, zinc, lead and 
tin have all doubled in 
two years, often rising 
and falling by as much as 
25 per cent in the last 12 
months. 

Stainless steel has 
risen by more than $700 
a tonne, to £$3,782, while 
mild steel has risen from 
$627 to $741, peaking at 
$798 in May. 

At the same time, the 
surging growth in emerg¬ 
ing economies like 
Brazil, India and China 
have soaked up huge 
amounts of the world’s 
metal production, some¬ 
times creating shortages 
among some rarer alloys. 

Martyn Hughes, boss 
of precision engineering 
firm Harco, which 
employs 20 people in 
Brierley Hill, said: “We 
used to have a fabulous

steel industry, making it 
in this country, now we 
have to compete with 
people buying it up 
abroad. 

“We can usually find 
what we want, but some 
of the specialist alloys 
can have long order 
times. We make replace¬ 
ment shafts for one cus¬ 
tomer and can normally 
turn them around in 10 
days. The last time we 
were still waiting for the 
steel after three weeks. 

Suppliers 

“I needed a 1.5 metre 
long piece of steel for 
another job, weighing 
about 1.25 tonnes, and 
was quoted £1,800 from 
one stockholder and 
£2,500 at another. You 
have to shop around, but 
it is getting hard to find 
some materials.” 

Caught in the middle, 
between the mining com¬ 
panies and the UK facto¬ 
ries that use the metals, 
are suppliers like Tata 


Steel Europe — the 
former Corus steel busi¬ 
ness now in Indian own¬ 
ership. 

Mick Horan is regional 
strip director of Tata 
Steel Distribution UK 
and Ireland at its head¬ 
quarters on the Steel- 
park in Wednesfield. 

He explained that 
Asian demand for steel - 
and its raw materials: 
iron ore, coal and coke - 
continued almost 

unabated while the West 
was in the grip of a reces¬ 
sion. 

But in the UK and 
Europe, the sharp drop in 
manufacturing produc¬ 
tion in 2009 saw 
demand - and steel 
prices - falling. 

Since then prices have 
risen and fallen with 
shifting global demand. 
With fluctuating curren¬ 
cies added into the mix, 
“it’s been a bit of a roller¬ 
coaster at times, ” he 
added. 
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Councillors agree U-turn on 
closure of three care homes 


PLANS to close three 
Sandwell care homes 
have been suspended 
while council chiefs con¬ 
sider options, including 
privatisation. 

The council-run homes in 
Sandwell will be “out¬ 
sourced” under new propos¬ 
als announced following a 
meeting of ruling council¬ 
lors held behind closed 
doors. 

This is despite Sandwell 
Council saying the homes were 
“outdated” and falling below 
Government standards when 


closure plans were announced 
in September. Only one home 
now definitely faces closure. 

John Dando Residential 
Centre in Great Barr will be 
shut but proposals for Grafton 
Lodge in Oldbury, Greenhaven 
Resource Centre in West 
Bromwich and Glebefields 
Resource Centre in Tipton are 
“suspended” until the spring. 

Disruption 

The council said the new plan 
to contract services out will 
minimise disruption to resi¬ 
dents and save 140 jobs. 

The new care provider would 
be responsible for improve¬ 
ments to the homes. 


Councillor Linda Horton, 
Sandwell’s adult social care 
boss, said: “We have listened 
carefully to what everyone has 
had to say in the consultation, 
which included concerns about 
moving residents and jobs. 

“If we can keep three of the 
four residential care homes 
open by working with outside 
organisations and companies, 
this would minimise disruption 
to current residents, maintain 
specialist services and save in 
the region of 140 jobs. 

“We hope to find outside 
organisations or companies 
that can provide the necessary 
investment for improvements 


to bring these three homes up to 
the national standards that 
will be required in future.” 

She said was too early to say 
how the homes would be run 
under the plan. 

“We could have an arrange¬ 
ment where another organisa¬ 
tion operates the homes, or we 
might commission the service 
from an outside organisation,” 
she said. 

Council officers will work 
with the 10 permanent resi¬ 
dents of John Dando Residen¬ 
tial Centre to find them 
suitable accommodation, with 
the home to close as early as 
February next year.

DERBY DUEL OFF 
UNTIL NEW YEAR 


THE big freeze looks set to leave 
the Black Country derby post¬ 
poned until the new year.

The game was one of seven Premier 
League fixtures to be postponed due to the 
weather or safety reasons over the 
weekend, with only two games - at Black-
